Democratic proposals, which th< 
sponsors believe, will have the sup­ 
port of the insurgent republican group 
carries a maximum sur-tax rate of 
40 per cent on incomes in excess of 
$500,000 as compared with a maximum 
of Y5 per cent on incomes in excess 
o f $100,000 in the finance committee 
bill. 
Normal income tax rates proposed * 
in the democratic plan are two per 
cent up to $4,000; four per cent oil in­ 
comes between $4,000 and f&JKIO and 
six per cent on incomes above $8,000. 
All heads of families, irrespective 
of the amounts of thoir incomes, would 
be givep the present exemption of

Maine, chairman of the senate naval 
pnjnmittoe. ;Mr. Wilbdr declared that 
no leasds or conVaeta vPitl be made” 
by the navy departrtfent without the 
personal approval of the secretary of 
th« navy. 
Referring to the Teapot dome liti­ 
gation now pending, Secretary Wilbur, 
vaid he would avoid fn everyway any 
act or proceeding which will, in any 
way, involve the righfca of the govern­ 
ment in such litigation and will avoid 
any conduct which will interfere with 
the contentions advanced by the attor­ 
neys for the government. 
“No further leases will bo made un­ 
til expressly authorised by congress, 
unless it appears to my satisfaction 
that such leases are absolutely essen­ 
tial to prevent the draining of oil from 
reseryes adjacent thereto, and unless 
it further appears that such leases 
are fully authorized by act of congress 
and in that event such leases will he 
marie only after competitive bidding.”
